In the midst of the unrest and feverish 
excitement of the newer movements in art, It 
Is refreshing to meet with a painter who has 
sought and found an Individual mode of 
expression which is neither conventional nor 
bizarre. 


It is interesting to know that all of his work 
is finished entirely out-of-doors and Is not 
later retouched in the studio, as Mr. Singer 
maintains that he can not there obtain any of 
^ the thrills produced by the open. He paints, 
. too, with great rapidity, seldom spending more 
^^'Ihan one or two seances on any canvas — pre- 
ferring, as did James Russell Lowell, to work 
jonly while the white heat of inspiration Is 
^^upon him. This method requires that he 
g spend much preliminary study and contempla- 
>Ctlon upon his compositions; with the result 
that when he is ready to begin, he knows his 
subject thoroughly and completely. 


The enthusiasm, the spontaneity and the 
innate love of nature which impel him, are all 
revealed in his works in a clear and convincing 
manner. He paints with simplicity and direct- 
ness, ^oin^ to his picture with a mind singu- 
larly open and uninfluenced by convention. 
He sees the tenderness of tones, the poetry, 
the charm of atmosphere and the harmony and 
envelopment of the open, and he sets them 
forth with an individuality of technique that is 
indeed pleasing.
